-contacting said sample with [an element selected from the group consisting of 
the amino acid sequence of claim 1,] the nucleotide sequence of claim 5[, the antibody of 
claim 10, their portions and a mixturej or a portion thereof, and 

-detecting a reaction of a molecule present in said sample with said element. 

14. (Twice Amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising a 
pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier and [an element selected from the group consisting of the 
amino acid sequence of claim 1,] the nucleotide sequence of claim 5[, the antibody of claim 
10, their portions and a mixturel or a portion thereof.
